Cattle Purchase By Manitoba Gov- 
ernment Is Now Delayed. 
Winnipeg. — As the result of in- 
formation received by Hon, Valen- 
tine Winkler, provincial minister of 
agriculture, purchase of cattle by the 
government from the farmers of Al- 
berta will be considerably delayed. 
A wire received from ohe of the 
Provincial agents at Calgary stated 
that at the present time the cattle 
market was normal and that prices 
were being well maintained.
